On behalf of President Coolidge, it 
was stated emphatically at the white 
house Friday that such a suggestion 
cannot be entertained. President 
Coolidge has already said that the 
debt eannot be cancelled; ‘though he 
is willing to give terms and is not 
anxious to ptess European debtors 
This was taken to indicate that some 
of the weaker countries may get con- 
siderably better terms than Britain. 

This statement served to clear the 
air because a similar resolution by 
the bankers a year ago created gen- 
eral uncertainty regarding the gov- 
ernment policy until the debt fund- 
ing commission negotiated the British 
settlement, proving that terms of pay- 
ment could be agreed upon.

It is a foregone conclusion that 
Kemal, who drove the Greek armies 
into the sea not so long ago and who 
forced the allies to back down in most 
of their demands at the Lausanne 
Near Eastern peace conference, will 
be chosen the first president. 

Kemal ig responsible for the over- 
throw of the autocratic power of the 
sultan and the establishment of the 
present form of government, but his 
friends point out that it was alto- 
gether logical that Turkey, after a 
revolution, should accept the most 

democratic form of government pos- 
sible when the pendulum swung from 
ace-old autocracy. 

The 22-year-old wife of Kemal, one 
of the feminist leaders of new Turkey, 
is said to have already started her 
gallant husband's boom for the presi- 
dency.

Sc- 
licitor Weod charged that these ap- 
peals to the legally muted husband 
were a cleverly arranged bluff on 
the part of the defense to influence 
the jury. Judge Blair in his charge 
cautioned the jury not to let either 
the defendant's tearful and unanswer- 
abie questions or the prosecution's 
accusations influence ‘its verdict. 


The defense won the right to open 
and to close the argument by virtue 
of having submitted no testimony vth- 
er than the unsworn statement of the 
defendant. John Dorsey opened for 
the defense and Judge Morris closed 
for the defense. General John E. 
Mozler, Gordon B. Gann and Soli-i- 
tor Wood spoke for the prosecution. 


Bullard’s Sister on Stand. 


; The senation of the morning’s ses- 
sion was the testimony of Mrs. Eti.el 
Hardy, sister of Bullard, that Mrs. 


Bullard had told her shertly after 
the shooting that “We know wkhko 
did it—it was Sim Edwards.” 

The prosecution sought to show 
that this statement indicated com- 
plicity of Mrs. Bullard in view of the 
allegation that she made no effort 
to help bring the assailant to jus- 
tice. The defense ignored this testi- 
mony on the ground that Mrs. Bul: 
lard’s suspicions of who did the shoot- 
ing had no bearing on her connection 
with it. 

Quillian Petty, a neighbor of the 
Bullards, repeated the testimony he 


had given against Edwards Thursday 
to the effect that he had seen Fd- 
wards and Mrs, Builard in a cem- 
promising position in the Bullerd 
home, 


Dr. W. E. Benson, of tle Marietta 
Sanitarium, was called by the state 
to describe the nature of the wounds 
in Builard’s hands. It was the cou- 
tention of the state that the shotzun 
wound would have been fatal had Bu!- 
lard not had his face and head eov- 
ered with his hands while he slept. 


“Did Not Offer Aid.” 


“Woody” Bullard, father of the 
wounded man, recounted the events 
ut his home after the young couple 
had gone there for help after tle 
shooting. He said that Mrs. Bullard 
did not offer to help attend her hue- 
band’s wounds and did not offer to 
accompany him to Marietta for meii- 
cal attention. 


Mrs. Hardy and Mrs. Bullard, Sr., 
testified to substantially the . same 
things, 


The defendant tried during the 
morning to remain composed, break- 
ing into tears once when her father- 
in-law related his visit to the sher- 
iff’s office the morning after tke 
shooting. 

When she took the stand in her 
own defense, however, Mrs. Bullard’s 
self-control disappeared entirely, She 
wept freely and frequently. When she 
left the stand her eyes were inflam- 
ed around the lids and her nose was 
red. She continued to weep at inter- 
vals during the progress of the argu- 
ment. Each reference by attorneys 
on both sides to her alleged illicit 
relations with Edwards brought 
spasms of silent tears. 


Bullard Impassive. 


Bullard’s face throughout the trial 
remained impassive. Even when Mre. 
Kullard on the stand avowed undyirg 
love for him and, in a voice broker 
with sobs, declared that nothing in 
the whole affair grieved her so much 
as his lack of confidence in her, Bul- 
lard _ showed no sign of responsive 
emotion or of sympathy. 


The defendant’s mother, who «it 
on her right, was  wet-eved. ller 
father, on her left, showed plainly 
the grief he felt. When his dargh- 
ter’s virtue was questioned he fluch- 
ed and the muscles of his square-set 
jaws flexed as he swallowed the anger 
that gleamed in his eyes. He said 
nothing but from time to time patted 
his daughter’s hand. 


Neither one of the estranged couple

looked at the other, save when Mirs 
Bullard appealed to her husband 
from the stand.

BANK RULING COVERS 
ONLY PART OF GROUND 


Washington, October 5-—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Attorney General 
Daugherty, in his recent opinion to 
Comjtroller of the Currency Dawes, 
as to branch banking by national 
banks, did not undertake to interpret 
the revised statutes and the. bank cor- 
solidation act of 1917, under which 
national banks took over state banks 
with branches and now operate them. 
These statutes remain in full force. 

An examination of the attorney 
general's opinion shows that there 
were just two points on which he 
ruled : 

“First—National banking associa- 
tions have the power to open and op- 
erate offices at places other than 
their banking houses, within the place 
specified in their organization certifi- 
cate, for the performance of such 
routine services as the receipt of de- 
posits and cashing of checks for ther 
customers. 

“Second—National banking asso- 
ciations have no authority to open 
offices for the purpose of receiving de- 
posits, paying checks, etc., outside of 
the limits of the city or place desig- 
nated in the organization certificate 
as the place of its operations of dis- 
county and deposit.” 

Mr. Daugherty holds that “there is 
no statutory requirement that all tne 
business of a national bank shall be 
transacted at the general office or 
banking house of the assoviation, 

“In my opinion,’ he added, “a na- 
tional banking association may estab- 
lish in the city or place designated in 
its certificate of organization an of- 
fice or offices for the transaction of 
business of a routine character, which 
does not require the exercise of dis 
cretion and which may be legally 
transacted by the bank itself. It may 
not however, establisa a branch bank

as is usually done by national banks.”

“The address was one of the most 
interesting I have ever heard,’ said 
Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s 
Episcopal church. “It was filled with 
poetry, humor and oratorical flights, 
aud all in all was one of the very best 
I have ever heard along the line of 
the racial problems of the south. 

“Simmons did not touch very deep- 
ly the problems but accepted the posi- 
tion of a mediator between the two 
races. He recalled the courage and 
fidelity of the ante-bellum negro‘and 
showed that he was an invaluable as- 
set to the south. He said that a broad 
sympathy and a better understanding 
was needed to cope with the ever-in- 
creasing complexity of the racial 
problems.
